T was the Joy in the box"for the Ho- 
nolulu Athletics that caused the lack 
of tt In the supporters of the All 
Maui team which gave to a -crowd 


of spectators numbering at least 2000 
one of the beat exhibitions of baseball 
that they have hau recently. . That the 
• Mauls were beaten 9 to 0 did not mean 
at all that they forfeited the game, but 
simply that the local pitcher -was In- 
vincible, and permitting the visitors to 
hit hiifl safely only twice, and striking 
out sixteen of them, made the game 
one sided from start to finish. 


It was In truth a great crowd which 
gathered to see the game between the 
visiting baseball men and the leaders 
of the local league. The people began 
to assemble at the campus of the col- 
lege long before the game was to be 
called^and they had a long •wait, owing 
to the fact that the lack of an umpire 
kept back the call of play until nearly 
3 o'clock. 
It was a 
cosmopolitan 


crowd, too, for there was in the mass 
of humanity crowded about the ropes 
representatives of every branch of the 
city's social and business life. 
The 


small boys who crawled over the fence 
and the family party In the carriage 
•were equally In evidence and the root- 
ing waa as varied as the people who 
aided In making the noise. It was a 
crowd fairly divided, too, and that the 
visitors were not the winners did not 
lie to the discredit of a minority of the 
spectators, many of them local people, 
who really had the success of the lo- 
cals at heart, but who enlivened the 
same by their cheering words.

The Albatross returned from a fif- 


teen days' cruise on Saturday and her 
wonk for the United States Fish Com- 
mission in Hawaiian waters is now 
nearly completed 
On leaving Hono- 


lulu on July 9 she went to the Pen- 
guin Bank to take soundings and 
dredge. From there she went to Ha- 
waii and made a sounding and dredg- 
ing cruise right around that island lor 
a distance of 1000 fathoms out from 
shore. Leaving Hawaii she continued 
her work along the weather side of 
Maul, vrhere a very favorable bottom 
for dredging work was encountered,' 
and then worked on through the Molo ' 
kai channel, up the Kaiwi channel, and' 
around the northern side of Oahu Is- 
land, coming Into Honolulu from the 
direction of Barber's Point. 
i 


On July 31 the vessel will go to Bird 


Island, an uninhabited speck on the 
oofean 260 miles from Honolulu. Here 
she will complete work that she was 
engaged upon some time ago. She will 
sound and dredge all around the shore 
and make Investigations on the ^Island 
itself. On her previous trip there thei 
surf was beating1 so heavily that the) 
Albatross was unable to land anyone j 
on the island. Captain Thomas found j 
a bank there over which the water is, 
very shallow. This bank is about eight 
miles off thp island and he wishes toi 
COthptetft'ft-snzTey 'of It. On the" way | 
back from Bird Island the Albatross 
will do some work around Niihau Is-j 
land, arriving here about August 14. j 


Dr. Jordan, chief scientist for the 


Commission in the Pacific Islands, is 
now1 in Samoa doing the same class of 
work as he did in Honolulu about a 
year ago. 1$ is erpected that he will 
retnrnto Honolulu on the Oceanic liner 
Sonoma on August 18, and if he is sat- 
isfied {tot his. work is completed in the 
Hawaiian waters the Albatross will 
safl for San Francisco at once. On ar- 
rival at the Coast she will' probably 
undergo some repairs, as the class of 
work she is doing does considerable 
damage to a steamer's equipment

Dr. Gilbert, who represents Dr. Jor- 


dan in the work In Hawaiian waters, | 
told a reporter that the dredging donei 
by the Albatross on this trip was about 
the same as that done previously but 
that several new kinds of deep seaj

Apian port, Samoa, as he met the un- 
expected clasp of American hands and

As an evidence of this fact witness 


the following story, strange as true, 
that will find pa'hfic echo in the 
breasts of many 
old comrades who 


wore the gray in the years of the Civil 
War. 


Colonel Theodore Allen of this city 


•was a former member of the tall.-int 
Seventh Ohio Cavalry, and Is the only 
Federal soldier, with the exemption of 
Colonel William Knauss of Columbus, 
who has been made a member of the 
Confederate Veterans' Association of 
Kentucky. One of Colonel Allen's com- 
rades. Captain Martin Schuyler, of the 
same regiment, who, though more than 
60 years of age, was a commissioned 
officer in the Spanish-American War, 
related to htm the following:

COMMERCIAL NEWS. 
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WA HELD the center of the stake In the stock market during the week 
paat, and with sales of 1282 shares there was not the slightest diminu- 
tion In interest, and there was at the close of the week the same amount 
of good feeling that marked the first gale of the Block at the advance 


of a half point. All the business done might be ascribed to realization plans, 
for the people selling were those who needed the money for 
other lines. 


The buying on the other hand was done by the Insiders and they are more 
than anxious to gather In the stock. The rate, $24.60, waa PHtabllHhed last 
weak and the brokers expect that It will be higher before it Is lower. 


After Ewa, its old partner In price, Kahuku, has been noted although 


there have been no transactions In tht shares. The flock-has declined where 
Kwa advanced, until the offering yesterday was at 122. This slump was due 
to the fact that It became known that the dividend on UK stock will not 
be paid longer. The stock has been paying a regular dividend and the fact

Superintendent J. H. Boyd of the De- 


partment of Public Works returned 
yesterday from Kaual where he went 
on a curious mission. Citizens of Wal- 
mea protested to him that H. private 
corporation waa building a water works 
Into the \illage, and they objected to 
the 
Innovation. 
While the natives 


made no particular protest against the 
water, they did object to having the 
mains run over what they considered 
their private lands, and Superintendent 
Boyd was asked to settle the dispute. 


When the Walmea Waterworks Co. 


first began the 
construction 
of ita 


water system no permission was asked 
of the Department of Public Works for 
the use of tfte streets and roads, and 
finally the natives in and about Wal- 
mea protested ^o the Department iti 
Honolulu. 
The Walmea Waterworks 


Co. was accordingly notified to s'op 
further work until the matter could 


p Investigated, and did so, though nil 
ut twenty-six feet of the ma<:i? liaJ 
*en laid. 
Then one dark night the 


corporation followed the example feet 
jy the Rapid Transit Co. IT Honolulu 
and the next morning residents of Wai- 
mea woke up to find their to^-n c >n- 
nected with a 
new and up-to-date 


water system 
with 
pure mountain 


water at their doors ready for use. 
They didn't like it, though, ,ind com- 
plained to the road officials, 
who in 


turn notified Mr. Boyd. When he ar- 
rived at Walmea he was met by a del- 
egation 
of angry natives, th° com- 


lany's digptnj? of trenches at nipht 
laving aroused the community to ac- 
ion. 
A mass meeting was called by Mr. 


3oyd, at which the situation was thor- 
oughly canvassed. Mr. Boyd, upon in- 


stigation, learned that thf treuelies 


md been dug over both private and 
jrovernment lands, without nny autlior- 
ty, but he was of the opinion that the 
construction of the waterworks was to 
the advantage at the people. He ex- 
plained to the assembled citizens that 
where before they were compelled to 
drink foul and dirty water from the 
streams, they could now get 
fresh 


water from the mountains, and it w.is 
unan-mously voted to permit the water 
pipes to remain on the land un-der cer- 
.aln conditions. 


The water is brought to Waimea from 


the mountains four miles above the 


!a£», and Mr. Boyd stated last night 


that it was a grood thing for the town, 
as It would always assure fresh water 
supply. The line was built by the Wai- 
mea Water Works Co., of which C B. 
Hoffpard is manager and Francis Gay, 
Olmstead and others are 
interested. 


The Legislature appropriated money 
for the construction of the waterworks 
at the last session, but the shortage of 
funds made the work impossible. The 
private corporation Is allowed to re- 
main in the field under certain condi- 
tions, one of which is that the Gov- 
ernment may take possession when 
ever It Is financially able so to do. 


Superintendent Boyd also Inspected 


roads and bridges in the various sec- 
tions of Kauai. The Walmea bridge is 
in bad condition and must be rebuilt, 
though the road" in the district are 
all right, and in the Koolau district 
they are also in gixid shape. The wharf 
at Nawiliwili is almost a total wreck, 
and Superintendent Boyd stated yester- 
day that it will be replaced by a new 
structure aa soon aa the plans and 
specifications can be drawn. The cost
